Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, nnore than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
States. 

Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
British patent '399 to Peace et al. 

The British patent discloses a split nut structure that includes two semi-annular 
threaded nut sections 3, 4 that are joined by a tongue and groove connection on each 
end. Both the grooves (located on section 3) and the tongues (located on section 4) 
have corresponding holes that receive pins that retain the sections together. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: No prior art teaching was found that discloses or suggests the claimed three 
section split nut.
